b. Identity 5 has never been recruited due to operational 
cirounatanoes and is being dropped frcm the project. If it 
beocMBes neoessary to recruit him in the futusre, the project will 
be amended. 



o. Identity 6 was trained and briefed prior to his repatriation 
to Identity 2, but he repatriated before receiving his final 
consBinications instructions from his case officer. The reasons 
for h<s precipitous repatri^l^on have never been learned because 
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there haa been no o<»a9u&ioation vlth hia. ^e folloviug evidence 
Indicates that Identity 6 confessed to the Soviet seoitrity forces 
of his AI8 recruitment upon his return to Identity 2, In June 1957 
a simeograiAied leaflet ostensibly originatins in West Oenaany, but 
actually ptblishcd by the Soviet repatriation otMmdttee of the R18 
in East Berlin^ mui cireolated amatg the Uentl'ty 4 emigres in 
Vest Oexmany. In this leaflet Identity 6 Is cited by name as 
admitting that the A18# represented Identity 3 BOtd the Identity 1 
field case officer, tried to recruit him but he patriotically re«* 
fused* Because of his allege eonfesslcHi to the security organs 
of the Soviets, Identity 6 is no Icmger considered to he a current 
agent asset. Sovever, his ease officer considers that ho may be- 
come an asset again in a hot ear situation, and for this reason, 
funds will oontime to be obligated to be held in escrow for him, 

d» Uentity 7 is the prc»pective agent living in Stockholm, Sweden, 
mentioMd on page 2, paragraph 4a (7) of the 195^ renewal of Identity 1.
